Sales tax receipts for the

the amount collected during | 
the 1957-58 fiscal year and} 
about $6600 above the gain an- 
ticipated by the city, Manager 
John R. Johnson reported yes- | 
terday. 

The figures indicate a 
growth in retail business 
volume of more than five per 
cent in the city during the past 
year. The city had anticipated 
a growth only a third this 
great. 

The city manager pointed 
out that collections are “fair- 
ly final” for the year, since re- 
tailers are allowed to forward 
their first quarter sales tax 
collections all during April, 
without having to add a pen- 
alty. 

Collections for the April- 
through-June quarter, similar- 
ly, will not be in the city’s 
hands until after the start of 


the next fiscal year. 

Johnson pointed out that al- 
though collections during the 
first four months of 1959 were 
substantially higher than those 
of the same period of 1958, 
they could not legitimately be 
quoted alone. 

The reason, he said, was that 
the periods involved were so 
short that days of the week 
on which books were closed 
might have a marked influence 
on which quarter the collec- 
tions were credited to. .

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As We See It: 


Let’s Face It: The Boys 
Know What's Going On 


Tomorrow evening in San Mateo, some 225 Boy Scout, 
Cub Scout and Explorer Scout units will open their annual 
Scout-O-Rama exhibit, at the Fiesta building in that city. 

Title of the affair is “Scouting’s Orbit.” 

It’s an appropriate title. It makes use, for one thing, 
of the word, “Orbit,” a word which wasn’t in the average 
vocabulary a short two years ago; this should give an indi- 
cation of how fast the imagination of youth can react to a 
new situation —a new world in which we live. 

Those of us who were graduated from the nation’s 
high schools, colleges and universities during the 1940's 
and early 1950's, if we've been diligent since, might 
know as much as the youngsters of Scouting age about 
rocketry, the latest advances in electronics and nuclear 
physics, and the like. Chances are, however, that we 
don't. 

Therefore, if we take advantage of the invitation ex- 
tended by the county’s Boy Scouts to attend their show, 
we can learn something aside from how wondrously huge 
the collective energy of boys is, when it comes to getting 
things together and putting on a show. 

The other word in the title of this weekend’s extrava- 
ganza is “Scouting.” 

Over the years it’s meant many things to many people; 
to its members it has meant, mainly a chance to get together 
with fellows of one’s own age group and interests, to explore 
the out-of-doors and the wonder of nature, to build, grow 
and play together. 

The above paragraph sounds a little stuffy, from the 
point of view of a Boy Scout. It is and we apologize for it, 
but at the same time it comes pretty close to saying what 
we mean. 

From the parents’ point of view Scouting means 
something else: Besides getting somebody else to keep 
track of the young for a couple of hours a week, it 
means that a sense of social values such as trustworthi- 
ness, honesty and fair dealing might rub off on the boys. 
The entire Scout organization has been set up with this 
latter purpose in mind. 

Anyhow, visit the Scout-O-Rama. 

Your eyes might be opened by the exhibits, which will 
demonstrate that not a few youngsters are pretty advanc- 
ed students of subjects which didn’t even exist a generation 
ago. 

They might be opened a little wider when they see how 
much construction, how many exhibits, how much outdoor 
lore and how much activity can be presented by lads work- 
ing a few short hours. 
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At Last! Parking Meters Recognized 
For What They Really Are 


Menlo Park has no parking meters. We hope it never 
does. 

One of our main objections to them has been based on 
the proposition that they are, essentially, revenue-getting 
devices; they serve no purpose of “law enforcement:” they 
merely regulate duration of parking in such a manner that 
the retail customer or casual visitor to a business district 
has to pay on additional premium for doing business. 

One of the strangest outgrowths of the parking meter 
mania in which cities have indulged in the past several 
years has been the belief, honestly held by not a few citi- 
zens and promoted by city officials, that a person who gets 
a ticket for over-parking is some sort of a criminal. 

A parking violation is in the form of a citation for 
having done something wrong; there may be an invita- 
tion to “post bail” in the envelope provided but the 
citation still implies that the person who parks his car 

~ in the same place for a too long a time is a disdemean- 
ant in the same category as the town drunk, the kids 
who throw rocks at street lights, vagrants, speeders, 
and many other species of minor malefactors. 

Parking tickets, like all other traffic tickets, are handed 
out by regular city police who are thus cast in the role of 
collecting rent from taxpayers for use of the streets they 
themselves own. 

Not only that, in the cities where parking meters exist, 
it’s been pretty well established that the actual nickel an 
hour revenue isn’t usually what the boys at City Hall are 
after: They really want the fine money; the $1 and $2 
assessments they can levy for a few minutes’ overstay of the 
limit. And most such overstays are accidental, at that. 

Comes now an action by the Burlingame city council, 
in which it’s been decided that the metered parking spaces 
should be monitored by women. 

The Burlingame solons have decided, rightly, that if 
the public is to maintain its respect for the law, law 
enforcement officers should be kept out of the business 
of collecting revenue for the city. 

Sure, in Menlo Park the trike rider who marks tires 
and issues parking citations now and again is a police offi- 
cer. But in the case of Menlo Park, that’s because regulat- 
ing parking is pretty much of a part-time job, while the 
business district is still big enough to make it advisable to 
have a gendarme on hand. If parking regulation was a full- 
time job, we'd recommend it be done by special personnel. 

In any case, the business of revenue-getting should be 
kept separate from law enforcement. 

And parking space landlords, like rentors of all sorts, 
should not arrogate themselves to positions of holiness or 
absolute authority.

Some of the most interesting 
handouts of legislators receiy- 
ed hereabouts are authored by 
the north county’s Assembly- 
man Louis Francis. Here’s a 
sample. 

“SACRAMENTO — Governor 
Brown today signed into law 
a bill by Assemblyman Louis 
Trancis of San Mateo County 
to prevent the resurrection of 
the one - time flourishing 
“preach of promise of marri- 
age contract” and “alienation 
of affections” black-mail rac- 
ket that once plagued Califor- 
nia. 

“The measure provides that 
a fradualent promise to marry 
or to cohabit after marriage 
does not give rise to a cause of 
action for damages. 

“Twenty years ago, the 
women’s organizations of Cali- 
fornia joined forces and con- 
vinced the legislature that con- 
niving women should not be 
allowed to entrap unsuspecting 
men, including husbands, for 
such flimsy reasons as alleged. 
alienation of affections, so-call- 
ed seduction of an individual 
over the age of legal consent, 
supposed breach of promise to 
marry, and similar devices to 
win financial gains through 
use of the courts. 

“The legitimate women’s or- 
ganizations, supported the pre- 
mise that their sinning sisters 
were debasing the good reputa- 
tion and character of Califor- 
nia’s womanhood in general, 
requested the legislature to put 
a stop to that type of legal 
practice. 

“In those days it was normal 
for newspapers to be replete 
with articles about ‘Susy Q’ su-

Tax Exemption 
File Date Near 
For Veterans 


Veterans of this county are 
reminded by San Mateo Coun- 
ty Veterans’ Service Officer 
Floyd D. Granger that Mon- 
day, May 25, at 5 p.m. is the 
deadline on filing for the $1000 
property tax exemption grant- 
ed resident veterans of this 
state. 

The office of Assessor Ralph 
EK. Woodman has been accept- 
ing applications for the exemp- 
tion since March 2, and under 
state law the closing deadline 
is the last Monday in May. 

All requests for an exemp- 
tion on the first $1000 of asses- 
sed valuation must be renew- 
ed annually, the service officer 
emphasized. This applies to 
both city and county applica- 
tions. 

All property owned by the 
veteran must be considered in 
determining his eligibility for 
an exemption, including pro- 
perty outside this county. Elig- 
ibility is limited to veterans, 
including women veterans, who 
do not own property worth 
$5000 or more. Under Califor- 
hia’s community property laws, 
this means a veteran and his 
wife may jointly own property 
up to $10,000 assessed value 
and still qualify. 

Veterans’ widows, widowed 
mothers, or pensioned mothers 
and fathers of deecased veter- 
ans also may qualify. Tax ex- 
emptions of $5000 are granted 
to certain paraplegic veterans 
who own “wheelchair” homes.

With the board of supervi- 
sors in the middle of budget 
studies which will establish the 
final tax rate county residents 
will pay next year, there is an- 
other interesting bit of maneu- 
vering going on that will raise 
taxes—or will it? We will at- 
tempt to explain what we 
mean, 

For years the bay side muni- 
cipalities have been doing a 
piece-meal job on the matter of 
flood control, and after spend- 
ing hundreds of thousands of 
dollars the big task has only 
started. The county wants to 
take over this task and is get- 
ting some opposition from city 
councils fearing they are giv- 
ing up their governing powers. 

Senate Bill 1368, which has 
been endorsed unanimously by 
the supervisors, would allow 
the board to create a county-

wide flood control district and 
there have been cries that the 
tax rate would be increased 
from four to six cents or even 
more in some areas. 


The facts do not support 
that reasoning, in our opin- 
ion, because the county this 
year is budgeting $180,000 
for flood control on a COUN: 
TY-WIDE tax basis. A simi- 
lar amount was budgeted 
last year and almost all of 
it went into the San -Francis- 
quito Creek project in con- 
junction with Santa Clara 
County. 

Yet the tax (three cents on 
the rate) was levied on the 
Coastside, the north county 
and, ‘in fact, every other part 
of the county to benefit a very 
limited area at the very south- 
ern tip of the county. 

Certainly no project was 
more deserving of immediate 
attention out of county funds. 
The job of flood control 
through Menlo Park and East 
Palo Alto is not completed ev- 
en with these expenditures. 

This year’s budgeted funds 
are to be spent as follows: $75,- 

000 for Broadmoor tract (north 
county); $35,000, Sequoia-Ath- 
erwood area, southwest of Red- 
wood City; $35,000, Valparaiso 
tract, west Menlo Park; $18,- 
000, Colma Creek; $6000, San 
Francisquito Creek, plus a_to- 
tal of $25,000 for engineering 
and $5000 for miscellaneous 
maintenance. 

These funds are to benefit 
a small area and the money 
will be collected county-wide. 
The proposed county - wide 
flood control district hopes to 
correct that unfairness. 

First, the taxpayers may ac- 
tually save hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in the new 
program. The U.S. Army Engi- 
neers whole-heartedly support 
the county-wide district plan 
because it can do its planning 
on an area basis and not piece- 
meal. 

Congressman J. Arthur 
Younger strongly supports the 
county plan, thus making it eli- 
gible for sizeable federal 
funds. Another important fact 
is that-the municipalities would 
have a way of bringing the con- 
tributing hill areas into flood 
control, a matter that has irk- 
ed city councils for years. 

Every time a home (or a 
roof) is constructed, every 
new street or sidewalk all 
adds to the run-off waters, 
and with more and .more.. 
subdivisions dotting the hills 
these areas must provide 
part of the funds because 
the run-off waters from their 
lands aid materially in flood- 
ing the lowlands. 

The new measure now in the 
legislature would give cities 
two safety valves, so to speak. 

When the board of supervi- 
sors adopts a resolution to set 
up a flood control zone (based 
on the watershed), the city 
may protest within 30 days, 
thus delaying adoption for 60 
days. If 15 per cent of the city 
residents within the proposed 
district petition to be exclud- 
ed, the board must grant their 
wish or put the matter to a 
vote of the district. 

The second safety is found 
in the provision that when a 
city finds that half or more of 
its assessed valuation of proper- 
ty is included within the pro- 
posed zone, it may protest and 
the entire area must be exclud- 
ed or put to a vote of the peo- 
ple. These provisions certain- 
ly give municipalities the right 
to determine the extent. of 
flood control needed and they 
will be permitted to take into 
consideration work already 
completed. 

There are only a few areas 
in the entire county that might 
be exempt from all flood con- 
trol taxes, 

But the over-all costs, as 
yet not estimated, may find 
us paying even less than at 
present if federal aid is avail- 
able as expected. San Mateo, 
Burlingame and Millbrae are 
the principal objectors at 
the present time. 

The supervisors hope to hold 
discussion meetings with each 
city council in hopes of ironing 
out the difficulties. Flood con- 
trol is a must for the develop- 
ment of all areas and the coun- 
ty-wide district under supervi- 
sion of the U.S. Army Engi- 
neers seems to be the right 
road to foliow. 

Speaking of taxes for the 
coming year, the board and 
County Manager E. R. Stallings 
have about half completed 
their budget study. A some- 
what new procedure is being 
followed this year. 

Stallings has been holding 
conferences with departmen- 
tal heads as usual, but each 
week the manager’s final find- 
ings are submitted to the board 
for study and several depart- 
ment budgets already have 
been cleared but not officially 
adopted. 

No word on cuts or additions, 
but the indication is that the 
figures are going up, big in 
some places and minor in oth- 
ers,
